New York's Army of Dependent*. 


Did you ever stop to think how large 


is New York's standing army of depend- 
ents, nnd what persons, tinder the com- 
missioners of charities and correction, 
constitute it? According to the last re- 
port by the commissioners the total 
number of disabled, infirm, demented, 
minor or delinquent persons Tinder pub- 
lic charge in the workhouse, city hos- 
pitals, almshonses, jails, insane asylums 
and on Blackwell's island amounted, 
when the last census of them was taken, 
to 13,348. Of the number included in 
the last report 5,804 were at the time in 
public asylums under city care, 3,134 in 
city hospitals, 1,086 in the -workhouse, 
1,517 
in the almshouse and 1,375 in jails 


and prisons. 


This takes iuto account merely those 


under the care of the city authorities 
and maintained wholly at public ex- 
pense. This item of municipal disburse- 
ment amounts to about $3,000,000 a year, 
or $0,000 a day. Six hundred thousand 
dollars a year are paid for salaries and 
wages, $1,300,000 for supplies, and the 
rest for transportation, buildings, rentals 
and repairs.—New York Sun.

A Ttig Salmon Crop. 


This is a great year for big crops. 


Now it is the salmon crop that exceeds 
anything in the history of the country, 
Puget Sound is reported to be so filled 
with salmon, making their annual run 
to the sound shores and the fresh water 
streams for feeding and .spawning, thai 
the steamboats seem to be floating on a 
solid mass of fish. The paddles kill 
hundreds of them and are choked with 
thp'r bodies. The sound steamer cap- 
tan, , describe tho run as an unbroken 
string of salmon thirty miles long, the 
water for that distance being fairly alive 
with them. 


Neither the oldest inhabitants nor the 


aged Indians remember such a big salmon 
run. The result of the enormous run is 
a big reduction in prices. Usually good 
salmon sell for ten to twenty-five cents 
apiece, but now at one cent each the 
market is glutted with the finest quality 
of fish. At Port Williams a few days 
ago two casts of a seine netted over 
8,000 fine salmon. 
Everybody is fishing.

HARRISON'S SILVER 1'OI.ICY. 


Piesident Ilarnson takes occasion on the e\e 


of the elections, m which silvei is an issue, to 
send out thiough the Associated Piess, -v mani- 
festo to the gold men. 
He tells them th^t they 


need not be seriously disturbed by icports of 
the attitude of the Administiation on the silvet 
question has been chinged. 
He will not hai- 


boi a thought of any plan even hinting in the 
direction of fiee coinage, unless there is some 
piospect of an international agieement on the 
subject. 
At piesent theie is not the slightest 


indication of such an agreement, or 
anything 


piehmmary thereto. 


It may be stated as a settled fact, that the 


Administration will do all in Us po\\erto pie- 
vent free coinage. This means that if Congress 
passes a free coinage meabuic Mi. Ilarnson 
will promptly veto it. 
The House of Repie- 


senUtives may pass the bill over the veto, but 
it is doubtful if the Senate will do so. 


This, howevei, miy depend upon the lesult 


of next week's election. 
In 
evciy 
St-xte in 


which an election takes place, except Massa- 
chusetts, the Democrat^ ha\e declared foi bi- 
mettalhsm, and in each and all of those States, 
except Coloiado, the Republicans have de- 
clared against it. 


If the elections aie favorable to the Republi- 


cans the President will be moie obstinate than 
evei in his opposition to silvei. 
On the other 


Innd should the Democrats make a stiong 
showing and then votes and those of the Peo- 
ple's party, who aie also for free coinage, a bill 
to remonetize may be pnssed this \\mtei over 
the President's veto. 
As such a gratifying ie- 


suit and one that would so gieatly benefit Ne- 
vada is impiobablc, the fiee coinage question 
will doubtless be an issue in the next Piesiden- 
tial campaign, and in fact the only National is- 
sue that will be of any great impoitance to Ne- 
vada.

A Mun'o Sport with a Marine Monster. 


The Entire HarmlesaneMS of a Huge 
Basking; Shark Amply Demonstrated. 
The Visitors No Longer Afraid. 
That a man should take a ride on a 


live shark's back, apparently with all 
me delight of a wild cowboy breaking in 
an trarTjly ihustang, would be difflcxilt 
to believe unless circumstances were 
presented to verify it. Such an occur- 
rence has really taken place, however, 
and at so Bhort a distance from San 
Francisco that any doubting Thomas 
can easily satisfy himself by making a 
personal investigation. 


For the past few years the fishermen 


in the northern part of Monterey bay, 
near Santa Cruz, have been greatly 
annoyed 
by basking sharks. 
These 


sharks, while in search of food, often 
ran into tho nets of fishermen, and 
in 
thrashing about and trying to 


escape from the meshes which enfold 
them, tear the nets and injure their so 
that the fishermen at times suffer tlie 
loss of hundreds of dollars. 
Sometimes 


a shark struggles about so much in the 
water as to wrap the nets around it in 
such a manner that escape is impossible, 
and the huge fish dies from the exhaus- 
tion produced by its wild efforts to get 
free. To extricate the dead fish from 
the nets it is sometimes necessary to tow 
it ashore, and to recover part of the loss 
sustained in the destruction of tho nets 
the fishermen try out the liver of the 
shark and obtain a quantity of cheap 
but profitable oil. 


AN OCULAR DEMONSTRATION. 


A huge basking shark about thirty or 


forty feet long became entangled in the 
nets of some fishermen off Soqnel point, 
about four miles from Santa Crnz. The 
shark, still alive and enfolded in the 
nets, was towed by the fishermen in 
boats to the wharf at Capitola. 
Its ar- 


rival created great excitement among 
the visitors at that resort. The fact that 
sharks, any sharks, were near the beach 
drove hundreds of bathers from the wa- 
ter, and people Vegan to make up their 
minds to leave the place. No amount of 
assurance on the part of tho proprietors 
of the hotel or the fishermen that bask- 
ing sharks were not man eaters, and that 
many had been caught with no accident 
happening, could entirely quiet the fears 
of tho visitors, and bathing was almost 
given up. 


Some ocular demonstration of the fact 


tkat a basking shark was harmless there- 
fore 
became 
necessary. 
Swimming 


Teacher Swanson, of the Oapitola baths, 
then determined to give an exhibition 
with the shark which should convince 
the most timid. 
A performance fol- 


lowed the like of which no man ever 
participated in before. Swanson put on 
a bathing suit and swam to the wharf 
where the partially exhausted monster 
lay, still partly wrapped in the torn and 
tangled fishing nets. Slowly approach- 
ing the g'asping yet enraged monster, a 
whale in sizt if not in species, Swanson 
swam close to its side, and then clamb- 
ered slowly on top, a inodtiately easy 
task to accomplish, as the thark lay 
almost entirely under water. 
Sitting 


astride the huge fish like a baby on an 
elephant, the bold swimmer shouted in 
triumphant derision at the several hun- 
dred people on the wharf, who had 
gathered to witness the strange per- 
formance. 


HOT USED TO IT. 


His song of success was quickly cut 


short, for as soon as the lazy shark real- 
ized it had gathered something more on 
its back it commenced to thrash about 
and threw Swanson off. 
Women in the 


crowd shrieked in fear and men held 
their breath in excitement. It was hard- 
ly a minute, however, before Swanson 
appeared uninjured and laughing out- 
side of the line of foam caused by the 
shark's struggles. 
The crowd on the 


wharf breathed more freely when they 
saw the man emerge from the seething 
waters and realized that he had not been 
devoured, as they expected him to be. 
The undaunted swimmer again went to 
the side of the shark, and once more 
mounted his marine steed. The shark, 
again showed its fear and anger by shak- 
ing him off, but not so violently as be- 
fore. With great persistence Swanson 
again climbed on to the monster. 


What seemed before to the many spec- 


tators a most foolhardy act, and but the 
courtship of certain death, now became 
a strangely comical sight. 
Swanson 


mounted the fish, and the shark becom- 
ing accustomed to its queer burden, 
merely rolled the man off each time he 
got on its back, simply turning lazily in 
the water and shaking himself. 
Thib 


was repeated several times, and the 
large crowd of people who came expect- 
ing to see the man killed and eaten de- 
parted laughing at the ludicrous ending 
of the performance. Swanson became 
the hero of the camp. Bathing was re- 
sumed and even more freely indulged in 
as a consequence of the exhibition, and 
no one can now be found in Camp Capi- 
tola who will admit that they fear a 
shark, or a basking shark at least.—San 
Francisco Chronicle.
